other southwestern points bought! large 
quantities ot boxes :n New England. 
But 


a new factor was introduced juist bef >rp tbe 
war opeutd, which has not only modified 
but entirely changed ibe packing bo E but>i- 
uess. At this time caenlioued, th< great 
West bex&Q us competkion in this indus- 
try, and has, so expanded ic thai. New Eng- 
land has been driven out of all tholsouib- 
ern and western trade and most of tbe for- 
eign. A great many New England mills 
to-day buy their boxes in tbe West, l Near- 
ly all of the large piano and organ manu- 
facturers get their cases there, ireicntinjr 
them ID ibo shook. Tbe larger packing 
box establishments suffer from ubotheT 
competition. ID many of the proymcial 
textile centres a local supply of packing 
boxes Is obtained from mills which] make 
dry,good3 Cises only as a subsidiary part 
ot'ibur principal business.
